.It appears 
that the 


men were working withmachine drills 
in a cut towards an old shaft, 
that 


had been caved in for thirty years or 
so. It was rather expected that some 
water would be encountered and prep- 
arations 
had 
been 
made 
to guard 


against danger from that source. 
The 


tunnel in which the men worked 
was 


welllighted 
with fixed lights along 


its entire extent and 
there was a side 


driftin which the retreating 
miners 


could escape 
in case of a rush 
of

stillin the twenties, .has 
made his 


name a "household 
word" all the 


world over. 
And, perhaps an equally 


remarkable thing, he remains 
as un- 


spoilt as 
when he 
was an obscure 


student at Bologna, Italy, and spent 
his spare 
hours 
dabbling in chem- 


istry in the laboratory inhis father's 
house

days— 


and they are only ten years removed 
from now—he 
was deeply 
interested 


in electricity, but only as a hobby.

and 
his wife were slain in 1847. and with 
which the first blow of the tearsome 
Whitman masacre 
was begun —an en- 
ormous crime which nearly obliterated 
the white American settlers In the Ore- 
gon country, 
sent a thrill of horror 
and indignation throughout 
the Amer- 


ican republic and saved to the Amer- 
ican people the great northwest 
coun- 
try out of which Oregon, 
Washington 


and other states 
were created. 
It-is 
one of the very cruel chapters in his- 
tory-a chapter 
embracing eight years 
of war between settlers 
and savages 


the result of which was that the Hud- 
Bon's Bay Company

over with a sort of umbrella train shed,

alighting and de- 
parting passengers 
from the elements, 
but willalso allow the smoke and gases 
to rise into the atmosphere. 
The bag- 
gage 
trucks 
will pass 
to

through 
tunnels 
to 'the 
end of the 
tracks, 
where the trunks 
and parcels 


will be brought 
to the surface 
by ele- 
vators, so that at no time willthe pas-
